Why should Mr. Carlisle desire the defeat

he object to it becatiLo it is a Federal in- 
terference with elections? If he objects 
to it on the latter ground it might be well 
for him to answer why a National elec- 
tion law is objectionable.

It proves 
that if it proves anything; and in our 
opinion anything short of Federal, and 
consequently uniform election laws, must 
fail to reach the fairness desired. In this 
form of government the voter is the sov- 
ereign; and any fraudulent voting or 
counting at the polls ie a crime against the 
KinK'.wtnch should be punished by the 
highest penally. As long BS designing 
men io some states are allowed to enact 
laws for the purpose of defrauding the 
voter and men in other states who com- 
mit voting-frauds againut the Nation are 
allowed to go free after a merely nomi- 
nal punishment, so long will the nation 
be insecure. What a Republican form of 
government should have, to be ('(insistent 
and secure, is entire supervision of fed- 
eral elections, make fraudulent voting 
treason and punishable as such.

Decatur with his brother, and while 
roaming about the city he became intoxi- 
cated to the eitent that after 9 o'clock 
in the evening the police, noticing his 
condition, told him to go home, 
George 


was peaceable and he acted on the sug- 
gestion, getting on the street car to go 
to Oakland Park, whence he intended to 
walk to his home southwest of the city, 
across the St. Louis bridge which spans 
the Sangamon river. He was seen by 
several parties on the car and also after 
he left the car at the west end. Some 
time after Wabaah tram 44, due at the 
depot at 10:10, the groans of a man were 
heard near the cattle guard, at the south 
side of the railroad crossing, below the 
entrance to Oakland Park, by a party 
passing in a buggy, and an investiga- 
tion resulted in the discovery that 
Mason had been run over by the pas- 
senger train and horribly mangled. Both 
legs were frightfully crushed just below 
the trunk of the body, and the bones of 
the right limb stripped of the flesh etnck 
out like a walking stick. A crowd col- 
lected, and Dr. D. H. Heil, the county 
physician, was summoned to the scene. 
He administered a ijnantity of chloro- 
form, and in J. B. Bullard's undertaking 
wagon 
Mason was removed to the 


Franklin House, where Dr. Heil and Dr 
W. J. Ohenoweth proceeded to amputate 
t'je limbs. This they accomplished at 
1:45 a, m, but »t 2:15 the mnn died. 


Coroner Bendure now has charge of 


the remains and will hold an inqueet at 
the Bnllnrd rooms this afternoon. 


The deceased was u brick mason in the 


employ of Randall, Troutmun & Co., and 
had been workipg on the shoe factory at 
83.50 a day. He was 2G years of age and 
was an adopted son of Aebury t'hilders. 
He has a wife and two step-children at 
Kansas City, Mo. His wife WBS formerly 
Mrs. Mary Champ, whom he married in 
Decatur five years ago. The deceased was 
a native of Decatur. Hia father was Thos. 
Mason, who 24 yeara ago while driving a 
team for Robert Fleming near Green- 
wood cemetery was injured in a runaway 
accident. 
He became demented and 


died. Aebury Guilders took little George 
and raised him.

Mason went out on Shockey's

It appears that the possession of 
a farm belonging to W. E. Lodge, the 
well-known attorney, was the real cause 
ot the tragedy. It is a complicated case 
as to the motive for the murder.

trial will bring out the facts.
